) it will be noted that since the outbreak of 
Be i, | hostilities in 1937, the manage aes t has granted a 50;3 
Cof-y Ret increase in wages in aadition to a rice allowance ona 
sliding scale;tne present rate being $10 a month while 
the price of rice ie around $40. 

In connection with the demand, it is learned 
that the management is not prepared to grant any increase 
as it hae been looking after the interests of the 
employees from time to time of. its own accord. On 
the morning of May 1, the management had an interview 


with the writers of the letter, at Riverside Station 


and explained to them that a further increase would not 


be granted.
